WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt, in a message to 
Congress today on the progress of 
the war, stated as a blunt fact that 
we are a long, long way from vic- 
tory in any major theater of the 
war. 


The message, while — on 
American and United Nations pro- 
duction, warned that heavy casual- 
ties must be expected. It contained 
no specific recommendations for 
legislation other than greater eco- 
nomic protection for men and 
women returning from the armed 
services and general extension of 
the Social Security Law. It did 
mot give the President's views, as 
had been expected, on the drafting 
of fathers, taxes or the man-power 
shortage. 

The President hinted at the 
form of postwar international co- · 
operation he favored when he 
declared that the next logical 
atep after the war was the -ex- 
tension of the Pan-American 
good-neighbor policy to the whole 
world, 

“Ag the war progresses,” he 

_ teld Congress, “we seek a na- 
tional co-operation with other na- 
tions toward the end that world 
aggression be ended and that fair 
international relationships be 
established on a permanent ba- 
sis. The policy of the good 
neighbor has shown such success 
in the hemisphere of the Amer- 
ficas that ite extension to the 
whole world seems to be the 
next logical step. In that way 
‘we can begin to keep faith with 
our sons and daughters who ‘are 
fighting for freedom and justice 
and security at home \ and 
”?

17 KILLED IN BLAST 
AT NAVAL STATION 


Explosion at Norfolk, Va., 
Thought to Hay Orig- 
inated From Ammuni- 
tion in Transit. 


NORFOLK, Va., Sept. 17 (AP). 
—A terrific explosion thought to 
have originated from ammunition 
in transit at the *— Naval Air 
Station killed 17 : 
jured about 257, 14 seriously, and 
damaged several buildings today. 

Naval authorities emphasized 
that the number of injured was 


only an estimate and said it would 
be sometime before they could 
make an accurate tabulation of all 
persons treated in service and ci- 
vilian hospitals. 

R. Adm. H. F. Leary, command- 
ant of the Fifth Naval District, 
said witnesses reported they be- 
lieved the explosion was caused by 
ammunition in transit. A board of 
investigation has begun to seek the 
cause of the blast. 

Hospitals in Norfolk nad Ports- 
mouth sent their ambulances with 
special crews of doctors and nurses 
to the scene, 

The explosion, described as one 
of the worst in the history of the 
Norfolk naval air station, tore 
away sections of the hangar and 
flung twisted metal for hundreds 
of yards. Great sheets of flame 
roared high into the sky and bil- 
lows of smoke towered over the 
damaged buildings.

Blessing on Soviet Government 
Pronounced by Russian Bishops 


MOSCOW, Sept. 17 (AP). — The 
Russian Orthodox Church pub- 
lished today a message of blessing 
to the Soviet Government and an 
appeal to Christians throughout 
the world to unite in the defense 
-of their faith against Fascism. 

The message, signed by the Con- 
gress of Bishops, was published in 
the first issue of the new church 
newspaper; Journal of the Mostow 
Patriarchate, and was reprinted by 
the Soviet Government organ Izves- 
tia. The Metropolitan of Moscow, 
Sergei, whom the Congress elected 
Patriarch, headed the list of 19 
signatories, | 

The appeal expressed the hope 
that “at this favorable moment, 
when our beloved Russian Army is 
victoriously driving away the 
enemy from our beloved borders 
and has drawn upon itself the 
main forces of the enemy, the so 
long-awaited second front, through 


the intensive efforts of Christians 
in all Allied countries, is finally 
being created which will bring 
nearer victory and peace to the 
people.”

Big, home-based British Lerfcas- 
ters, striking directly at enemy ef- 
forts to rush reinforcements into 
the Italian battlegrounds, also 
made a low level attack on the 
Antheor viaduct near St. Raphael 
on the French Riviera route. 

At Modane, « Frencua frontier 
town near the opening of the

“First reports Indicate both at- 
tacks were effective,” the com- 
munique said. 

Four of the night ,bombers were 
reported missing. 

In hitting at the Modane area, 
the British bombers probably dis- 
rupted traffic through one of the 
few remaining railroad channels 
through the Alps over which the 
Germans can funnel reinforce- 
ments into Italy, The Mont Cenis 
tunnel, around which Germans 
and Italians have‘ been reported 
fighting, is 50 miles northwest of 
Turin on the rail route to Lyon 
and Paris, 

The British attacks carried the 
new round-the-clock bombing spurt 
into the third day. They came 
immediately after American Fly- 
ing Fortresses had made one of 
the heaviest daylight assaults of 
the war against port installations, 
docks and airports in the Bay of 
Biscay area. 

» On Sept. 6, the R. A. F. bombed 
Munich, a major’ railroad center 
for traffic ‘moving into Italy 
through the Brenner Pass. Munich 
is 350 miles northeast of Modane. 

Two other major lines, through 
Gothard and Simplon tunnels, are 
closed to military traffic because 
they go through neutral Switzer- 
land, 

Thus the only unbombed route 
leading into Italy from the west is 
a secondary line along the Mediter- 
ranean coast, and this has been re- 
ported extensively sabotaged, 

Fighter Plane Raids.

That 
landing was planned at Casa- 
blanca. At Quebec, the leaders 
and the military staffs of Great 
Britain and the United States made 
specific and precise plans to bring 
to bear further blows of equal or 
greater importance against Ger- 
many and Japan—with definite 
times and places for other land- 
ings on the continent of Europe 
and elsewhere, 


Italians Proved War 


Was Not Their Choice. 


On the tenth of July a carefully 
prepared expedition landed in 
Sicily. In spite’ of heavy German 
opposition it cleared this large and 
heavily fortified island in 38 days. 

British, Canadian and American 
losses in killed, wounded and miss- 
ing in the Sicilian campaign were 
31,48, of which the American 
forces lost 7445. The casualties 
among the Italians and Germans 
were approximately 165,000, includ- 
ing 132,000 prisoners, 

The unmistakably sincere wel- 
come given to the Allied troops by 
the Italian people has proved con- 
clusively that even in a country 
which hag lived for a generation 
under a complete dictatorship — 
with all of its propaganda, censor- 
ship and suppression of free speech 
and discussion—the love of liberty 
was unconquerable. 

It has also proved conclusively 
that this war was not waged by 
the people of Italy on their own 
choice. All of Mussolini’s propa- 
ganda machine could not make 
them love Hitler or hate us. The 
less said about the feelings toward 
Mussolini, the better. 

I believe that equal jubilation 
and enthusiasm will be shown by 
the people of the other nations 
now under the German heel when 
Nazi Gauleiters and native Quis- 
lings are removed through force or 
fight. 

How different was this invading 
army, of the Allies from the Ger- 
man forces that had come into 
Sicily, ostensibly to “protect it.” 
Food, clothing, cattle, medicines 
and household goods had been sys- 
tematically stolen from the people 
of Sicily, and sent north to the 
“master race” in Germany. Sicily, 
like other parts of Italy and like 
the other satellite and conquered 
mations, had been bled white by 
the Nazi and Fascist governments. 
Growers of crops were permitted 
to retain only a small fraction of 
their own produce for themselves 
and their families. 

With the Allied <rmies, however, 
went a carefull, planned organi- 
gation, trained and equipped to 
give physical care to the local pop- 
ulation—food, clothing, medicine. 
This new organization is also now 
in the process of restoring to the 
people of Sicily freedoms which, 
for many years, ha. been denied to 
them. I am confident that, within 
a year, Sicily will be once more 
self-supporting—and, in addition to 
that, ohce mor: self-respecting. 

From Sicily the advance of the 
Allied armies has continued to the 
mainland. On the third y of 
September they landed on the toe 
of the Italian peninsula. These 
were ihe first Allied troops to in- 
vade the continent of Europe in 
order to liberate the conquered and 
oppressed countries. History will 
always remember this day as the 
beginning of the answer to the 
prayer of the millions of liberty- 
loving human beings not only in 
these conquered lands but all over 

the world.

Early last month, the relentless 
application of overwhelming Allied 
power—particularly air and sea 
power—convinced the leaders of 
Italy that it could not continue an 
active part in the war.

Spots in Fortress. 

The armistice with Italy was 
signed on Sept. 3 in Sicily, but it 
could not be put into effect until 
Sept. 8, when we were ready to 
make landings in force in the 
Naples area. We had plannéd 
these landings some time before 
and were ‘determined to 
through with them, armistice or no 
armistice. he 

Italian leaders appealed to their 
army and navy to end hostilities 
against us. Italian soldiers, 
though disorganized and ill-sup- 
plied, have been fighting the Ger- 
mans in many regions. In con- 
formity with the te of uncon- 
ditional surrender, the Italian fleet 
has come over to our side; and it 
can be a powerful weapon in strik- 
ing at the Nazi enemies of the 
Italian people. 

When Hitler was forced to the 
conclusion that his offensive was 
broken, and he must go on the de- 
fensive, he started boasting that he 
had converted Europe into an im- 
pregnable fortress. But he neg- 
lected to provide that fortress with 
a roof. He also left various other 
vulnerable spots in the wall of the 
so-called fortress—which we shall 
point out to him in due time. 

The British and American Air 
Forces have been bombing the 
roofless fortress with ever-increas- 
ing. effectiveness. It is now our 
purpose to establish bases within 
bombing range of Southern and 
Eastern Germany, and to bring 
devastating war home to these 
places by day and night as it has 
already been brought to Western 


Germany. 
Allies Learned by 

Early Nazi Mistakes.

Raid on Ploesti Was 

A Smashing Victory. 

In the remarkable raid on the 
Ploesti oil fields in Rumania we 
lost 58 of our heavy bombers; and 
more than 500 of our finest men 
are missing. This may seem like 
a disastrously high loss, unless you 
figure it against the damage done 
to the enemy’s war power. I am 


certain that the German or the 


Japanese high commands would 
cheerfully sacrifice tens of thou- 
sands of men to do the same 
amount of damage to us, if they 
could. Those gallant and brilliant 
young Americans who raided 
Ploesti won a smashing victory 
which, I believe, will contribute 
materially to the shortening of the 
war and thus save countless lives. 

We shall continue to make such 
raids all over the territory of 
Germany and the satellite coun- 
tries. With Italy in our hands, the 
distances we have fo travel will 
be far less and the risks propor- 
tionately reduced. 

We have reliable information 
that there is definite unrest and 
a growing desire for peace among 
the peoples of the satellite coun- 
tries—Rumania, Hungary, Fin- 
land and Bulgaria. We hope 
that in these nations the spirit 
of revolt against Nazi dominance 
which commenced in Italy will 
burst into flame and become a 
consuming fire. 

Every American is thrilled by 
the sledge-hammer blows deliv- 


golered against the Nazi aggressors 


by the Russian armies. This sum- 
mer there has been no successful 
German advance against the Rus- 
sians, as in 1941 and 1942. The 
shoe today is on the other foot— 
and is pinching very hard. Instead, 
the Russians have forced the 
greatest military reversal since Na- 
poleon’s retreat in 1812. 

The recapture of Kharkov, Sta- 
lino and other strongholds by the 
Russians, the opening of the 
Ukraine and the Donets basin and 
the freeing of millions of valuable 
acres and hundreds of inhabited 
places hearten the whole world, as 
the Russian campaign moves to- 
ward the elimination of every 
German from Russian soil—toward 
the invasion of Germany itself. It 
is certain that the campaign in 
North Africa, the occupation of 
Sicily, the fighting in Italy and 
the compelling of large numbers 
of German planes to go into com- 
bat in the skies over Holland, Bel- 
gium and France by reason of our 
air attacks, have given important 
help to the Russian armies along 
their advancing front from eLnin- 
grad to the Black Sea. We know, 
too, that we are contributing to 
that advance by making Germany 
keep many divisions in the Bal- 
kans, in Southern France and 
along the English Channel. I like 
to think that these words. consti- 
tute an under-statement. 
Mediterranean War 

Has Bearing on Japan. 

Similarly, the events in the 
Mediterranean have a direct bear- 
ing upon the war against Japan. 

When the American and British 
expeditionary forces first landed 
in North Africa last November, 
some people believed that we 
were neglecting our obligations to 
prosecute the war vigorously in 
the Pacific. Such people contin- 
ually make the mistake of trying 
to divide the war into several wa- 
ter-tight compartments—the West- 
ern European front, the Russian 
front, the Burma front, the, New 
Guinea and Sotomons front, etc.— 
as though all of these fronts were

nean., Now that formidable 
strength is freed to proceed east- 
ward to join in the ever-increasing 
attack upon the Japanese. It has 
not been sufficiently emphasized 
that the freeing of the Mediterra- 
nean is a great asset to the war 
in the Far East. 

There has been one serious gap 
in the lines of our globe-girdling 
sec. power. That is the gap be- 
tween Northwest Australia and 
Ceylon. That gap can now be 
closed as a result of victory in the 
Mediterranean. 

We face, in the Orient, a long 
and difficult fight. We must be 
prepared for heavy losses in win- 
ning that fight. The power of 
Japan will not collapse until it 
has been literally pounded into 
the dust. It would be the ut- 
most folly for us to try to pre 
tend otherwise. 

Even so, if the future is tough 
for us, think what it is for Gen. 
Tojo and his murderous gang. 
They may look to the North, to 
the South, to the East or to the 
West. They can see closing in 
on them, from all directions, the 
forces of retribution under the 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
Gen. MacArthur, Adm. Nimitz and 
Adm, Lord Mountbatten. 


Japan Has Been Hard 


Put to Maintain Lines. . 

The forces operating against 
Japan in the various Pacific the- 
aters are just as much interre- 
lated and dependent on each other 
as are the forces pounding against 
Germany in Europe, 

With the new threats that we 
offer from the: Aleutians, Japan 
cannot afford to devote as large a 
proportion of her forces to hold 
the lines in other areas. 

Such actions as the taking of 
Attu and Kiska do not just happen. 
They are the results of careful and 
complete planning which was go- 
ing on quietly while some of our 
critics were so perturbed that they 
had reached the verge of tears 
over what they called the threat- 
ened invasion of Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
It was difficult for them to realize 
that the carefully prepared and 
crucial tests in the Coral Sea and 
at Midway and in the Solomons 
rendered the Japanese toe-hold in 
the Aleutians untenable. 

Japan has been hard put to it to 
maintain her extended lines. She 
had to withdraw her garrison from 
Kiska in the face of the oncoming 
American-Canadian forces because 
she could not maintain a steady 
stream of adequate reinforcements 
and supplies to the Aleutians. 

In the Solomon Islands, with 
heavy fighting, we, have gained 
so many island air bases that the 
threat to Australia and New 
Zealand across the Coral Sea has 
been practically dissipated. In 
fact, it is safe to say that our po- 
sition in that area has become a 
threat on our part against the 
Japanese in the seas that lie north 
of the Solomons and north of New 
Guinea. 


‘Have Island Control. 

American, Australian, New Zea- 
land and Dutch forces in a mag- 
nificent campaign in New Guinea 
and the Solomons have destroyed 
much Japanese strength and have 
gained for us new bases from which 
to launch new offensive operations. 

After a long period of defensive 
strategy in Burma, we are deter- 
mined to take the offensive there. 
I am also glad to report to you 
that we are getting more supplies 
and military help to China. Almost 
every day word comes that a new 
air battle has destroyed two and 
three times more Japanese planes 


Allies into deadly competition with 
the ever-decreasing resources of 
the Axis. It means the training 
and use of the Allied man power— 
which is greater than the Axis, It 
means the use of our superior fa- 
cilities and ability to make more 
munitions, and above all aircraft, 
more quickly than our enemies can 


do. 
Allies Hold Definite 
Superiority in Arms. 

For example, the Allies today on 
the European front have a defi- 
nite superiority in almost all weap- 
ons of war on any and every point 
of the encircling line—more guns, 
more tanks, more planes, more 
trucks, more transports, more sup- 
ply ships and more warships. 

In the Pacific, we have taken a 
steady toll of Japanese war planes 
and a steady toll of Japanese ships 
— merchant ships and naval ves- 
sels. The odds are all in our fa- 
vor—for we grow in strength and 
they cannot even replace all their 
losses, It might be called a simple 
mathematical progression. —V 

However, unless we keep up and 
increase the tempo of our present 
rate of production, this greater 
strength in planes and guns, tanks 
and ships can all be lost. 

Our great production program 
started during the darkest days of 
1940. With the magnificent contri- 
bution made by American industry 
and American labor, it is approach- 
ing full production. Britain has 
already attained full production. 
Today, the British Empire and the 
United States, together, are turn- 
ing out so much of every essential 
of war that we have definite su- 
periority over Germany and Japan 
which is growing with every suc- 
ceeding minute. But we have no 
minutes to lose. 

Realization of the distances we 
must cover brings to mirid prob- 
lems that every American should 
realize—problems of transporting 
from our shores to the actual 
fighting areas the weapons and 
munitions of war which we make. 
Burma and China can be reached 
only with extraordinary difficulty. 
Two years ago, most of the planes 
we sent had to be knocked down, 
crated, put on board ship, trans- 
ported, then uncrated and put to- 
gether again in India, and from 
there sent up to the fighting front. 

In the case of China, they had 
to be flown over enormous moun- 
tains. Even after they were safely 
delivered there, the planes had to 
be kept | supplied with ground 
crews, tools, oil, gasoline and even 
spare parts. Since the Japs cut 
the Burma road, all these supplies 
have to be flown over hundreds 
of miles to bases which had to be 
built in China. 

The same slow /fprocess was also 
the rule in the Southwest Pacific. 

With the present increased range 
of airplanes and the establishment 
of additional bases, we are now 
flying more of them under their 
own power than before, but all 
the things that go to supply them 
-—the gasoline, the tools, the spare 
parts—still *thave to be taken by 
ship to the fighting fronts all over 
the world. Practically every sol- 
dier and all his weapons and 
equipment have to go by ship. 
And every time a new forward 
move develops the whole outfit 
has to go by ship. 

African Operation Was 

Greatest in History. 


I wonder how many people real- 
ize what it means to carry on the 
war across the Atlantic and the 
Pacific and through the Mediter- 
ranean and the Indian’ Ocean, 
along lines of supply attacked by 
submarines and dive bombers at 
many points. 

The combined operation of the 
British and Americans last No- 
vember against Morocco and Al- 
geria was in point of numbers the 
largest military movement over 
the longest number of miles to 
landings under fire that history 
has recorded anywhere. 

The ships for such an amphibi- 
ous operation cannot be loaded in 
the ordinary way, to be unloaded 
alongside a comfortable, safe 
wharf. Most of the ships must be 
“combat loaded” in such a way 
that t'e troops go ashore first 
and are iminmediately followed in 
the - ‘oper order by guns and am- 
munition, tanks, trucks and food, 
medical equipment and all the sup- 
plies of a modern army. Prepara- 
tions must be made t» conduct 
these landings under enemy fire, 
and on beaches instead of at docks. 
People who have seen or planned 
this kind of. operation even over 
short distances do not spea’- glibly 
about landing great expeditions on 
a few days’ notice or on all the 
beaches of Europe at-the same 
time.

Twenty-five of the 83 delegates 


to the State Constitutional Conven- |. 


tion, which meets at Jefferson City 
next Tuesday, were guests of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
at a dinner last night at the For- 
est Park Hotel. The heard two 
speakers discuss some of the prob- 
lems which will come before the 
convention, with special -reference 
to the needs of the St. Louis metro- 
politan area. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, who 
was invited but did not attend the 
meeting, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he had made sev- 
eral attempts to determine wheth- 
er he was expected to participate 
in the discussions and when he 
was unable to get any definite in- 
formation, he said, “I decided to 
devote myself to several other 
pressing problems now confront- 
ing the city.” 

Among the guests were nine del- 
egates from outside the St. Louis 
area, and Mayors Matt C. Fogerty 
of University City, B. W. LaTour- 
ette of Richmond Heights and Ed- 
win P. Chapman of Webster Groves, 

Lon O. Hocker Jr., chairman of 
the City Plan Commission, de- 
scribed the plight of St. Louis, 
still wearing the outgrown govern- 
mental garments with which it 
was clothed by the Constitution 
of 1875. Within the city’s bounda- 
ries as fixed under the provisions 
of the Constitution was a vast 
amount of undeveloped area which 
it was thought Would be sufficient 
for future growth. Time has 
pushed the metropolitan area far 
beyond those boundaries. 

Many of the problems now com- 
mon to the highly developed urban 
districts in St. Louis County and 
to the city cannot be dealt with 
adequately under the multiplicity 
of municipal governments now ex- 
isting, Hocker said. He mentioned 
particularly the problem of sewage 
disposal, pointing out that most 
county municipalities dump their 
sewage into the St. Louis disposal 
mains, paying for the service. Rap- 
id growth of the county areas, 
however, is overloading the St. 
Louis sewers and he predicted new 
ones will soon be necessary to 
serve, not the city, but the county. 

Although. he did not urge any 
action by the convention on the 
relation of the City of St. Louis 
to St. Louis County, Hocker said: 
“One day some constitutional con- 
vention will be faced with the ne- 
cessity of relocating the bound- 
aries of the City of St. Louis to 
conform to the truth as to wa 
size.” 

To enable the city to act —— 
tively in the _ rehabilitation of 
blighted districts, Hocker recom- 
mended a change in the Constitu- 
tion by which the city would have 
authority to classify property for 
taxation. This would enable the 
city to stabilize tax rates on reno- 
vated property so as to encour- 
age investment of private capital 
in such enterprises, Hocker said. 
He pointed out that construction 
of housing projects by Federal 
and State agencies takes the prop- 
erty entirely off the tax lists and 
in that respect is detrimental] to 
the city’s welfare. 

Allen May, chairman of the 
State Legislature and Tax Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, listed in some detail the 
many questions which are likely 
to come before the Constitutional 
Convention. He mentioned par- 
ticularly the inequities of appor- 
tionment which give some sections 
much greater representation in 
the legislature than others. The 
metropolitan areas have been par- 
ticularly discriminated against in 
this respect. 

Taxation and revenue, the 
courts, public schools, home rule 
for municipalities, social security 
and county governments were 
some of the subjects which May 
thought the convention would 
have to consider.

A sell-out crowd of 700 will at- 
tend and hear the Secretary give a 
special message for the Middlewest. 
It will be broadcast from 9:15 to 
9:30 p. m. over the Blue Network, 
Inc., but no local station has ar- 
ranged to handle the address at 
that time. Station KXOK an- 
nounced that it would rebroadcast. 
the speech, starting at 11:05 p. m. 
Morgenthau, came to St. Louis in 
a Coast Guard \plane yesterday and 
was welcomed at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field by a delegation of business- 
men headed by Charles Belknap, 
Chamber of Commerce chairman. 


In the evening he created a sen- 
sation in the 6900 block of Berthold 
avenue, the first block in the Unit- 
ed States to go over the top in 
the current bond campaign, by 
making a personal appearance at 
a block celebration and thanking 
every bond buyer in the 10 homes 
involved, 

“We are thrilled to death,” ex- 
claimed ,Mrs. J. G. Johnson, 6917 
Berthold, when he stopped at her 
home. “I am honored to see you 
here.” When Morgenthau passed 
on to a neighbor’s home, Mrs. John- 
son remarked: “He is such a won- 
derful man. This makes history 
on Berthold avenue.” 

_ Celebrate in Christmas Style. 
Block residents celebrated in 
Christmas fashion. They draped 
strings of Christmas tree lights 
about their porches and around tel- 
ephone poles. Large V signs were 
illuminated with red, white and 
blue lights. 

Morgenthau, who spent an hour 
and a half at the celebration, went 
from home to home, accompanied 
by Mrs. Walter C. Vogel, solicitor 
who was given major credit for the 
work of putting the block over the 
top. She lives at 6932A Berthold. 
Morgenthau said it was the first 
time that he had made a home-to- 
home tour to thank War Bond 
buyers. Neighbors from adjoining 
blocks joined the celebration and 
cheered when Morgenthau walked 
from one house to another. 

Morgenthau gave generous praise 
to Mr. and Mrs. Sherman Kimmel, 
6924 Berthold, who bought 10 war 
bonds; Mrs. Flint Gamel, daughter 
of Mr. Kimmel, and her husband. 
“We need more citizens like you,” 
the Secretary remarked. 

He made a brief speech from the 
front porch of the home of Mrs.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17 (AP): 
—This country’s foreign policy 
should be based on the necessity 
for preservation of our national 
identity and freedom of action, 
Gov, John W. Bricker of Ohio 
declared here today in observance 
of Constitution day. 

The Ohio executive, in an address 
before the National Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, 
also urged caution in the final 
drafting of peace treaties at the 
war’s end, ~ 

“No man is wise enough now to 
state with exactitude what this 
nation’s obligations to others may 
be at the conclusion: of the war, 
or how they may best be carried 
out,” he said. “Our foreign policy 
should be based upon the absolute 
necessity for. the preservation of 
our identity as a nation and on 


at all times.” 

Bricker recommended that this 
country’s peace negotiaitions be 
conducted by a bi-partisan delega- 
tion representing various depart- 
ments of Government and sectional 
life. 

“Never again,” he said, “should 
our peace negotiations be directed 
by those from only one political 
party, from/any one department of 


our national life. 

“We do not want a one-man or 
a one-party peace. If we believe in 
collaboration among the nations 
we must put it in practice among 
Americans.” 

This country’s position in the 
creation of world stability should 
be made known “beyond the shad- 
ow of a doubt” lest distrust and 
hatred arise from encouraging 
hopes or making promises that 
cannot be fulfilled, he said, adding: 
“If we do not know our own 
minds, we shall exhibit before the 
world a picture of vacillation and 
opportunism, 

“Double talk and double dealing 
are not in the great tradition of 
American diplomacy.” 

Bricker told reporters he was 
‘not ready to announce my candi- 
dacy” for the Republican nomina-

At the conclusion of his message, 
after noting that Congress should 
study prospective legislation for 
the returning veterans and for ex- 
tension of social security, he said 
that he would communicate with 
Congress on these and other sub- 
jects from time to time.

48 JAP PLANES 
DOWNED, ONE LOST

Asserting that the report is 
worthy of “prompt and intensive | 
study by all concerned in the man- 
power problem,” Vandenberg told 
the Senate he believed that, if its 
general theme of developing a 
single over-all man-power program 
is carried out, “we shall greatly 
simplify our problem and find it 
much easier to meet.” 

Vandenberg quoted from Ba- 
ruch’s report: “The time must end 
when agencies spend their energi 
battling to build up empires of 
power. It is time to reassert the 
fact that there is one Federal Gov- 
ernment—speaking with one voice 
—not.a ‘centimouth.’” 

Condemns Cost-Plus — 

He pointed out that Baruch had 
cohdemned cost-plus-fixed-fee con- 
tracts as encouraging the hoard- 
ing and poor. utilization of 
workers. ‘ 

“Under these contracts,” the re- 

port said, “the Government pays. 
all costs, whatever they are: Since 
the Government is footing the bill, 
there is no“incentive for manufac- 
turers to economize in the use of 
materials, facilities or labor. More 
workers are hired than needed. 
Workers stand idle—it costs the 
manufacturers nothing. Much la- 
bor is wasted.” 
Baruch urged, Vandenberg noted, 
that “incentive wages” be given to 
workers and “incentive contracts” 
to manufacturers. . 

Urges Using School Pupils. 
The report recommended draft 
deferments for all necessary air- 
craft workers and urged the con- 
tinued use of high school boys 
and girls in the production line 
with the assertion that the “de- 
mand for labor and (its) supply are 
hopelessly out of line.” 

“A breakdown can be avoided,” 
it added, “only by the concentrat- 
ed action of all agencies behind 
a plan that goes to the root of the 
trouble.” Specifically, the report 
said that “measures undertaken 
by one agency have been undone 
by the conflicting action or inac- 
tions of other agencies.” 
Vandenberg said the report sug- 
gested the furloughing of key in- 
dustrial workers from the Army 
back into industry, warned against 
premature “peace jitters,” and con- 
demned “too many investigations” 
by congressional committees as 
well as the large amount of “pa- 
per work” required on Government 
reports. 


MOMENT FOR LIBERATION NEAR, 
FRENCH BROADCAST ASSERTS 


LONDON, Sept. 17 (AP).—Radio 
France at Algiers, broadcasting an 
appeal of the French Committee 
of National Liberation for funds, 
told the French homeland today 
that “the decisive moment for the 
liberation of France is approach- 
ing.” 

. “For this occasion we are organ- 

izing a campaign of French soli- 
darity,” said the broadcast, adding 
that the object of the campaign 
was to raise funds for the under- 
ground front in France. 

“Arms, ammunition and food will 
be smuggled to France with the 
money raised, and help also will 
be given to young Frenchmen now 
hiding in the mountains,” the 
broadcast said. 


Ship Named for Naval Hero. 

MARE ISLAND, Cal., Sept. 17 
(AP).—Bearing the name of a he- 
roic naval commander from New 
Orleans, \the submarine tender 
U. S. S. Gilmore was launched yes- 
terday.

UNION COLLECTION 
FROM SOLDIER 
CAUSES FURORE 


Dues Taken From Pay at 
Cannery — Farmers Ir- 
ate—May Affect New 
Jersey Election. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 17. — 
Disclosure of the collection of un- 
ion dues from soldiers who volun- 
teered for work in canneries to help 
save New Jersey's bumper tomato 
crop has aroused farmers of the 
State to a high pitch of indigna- 
tion. 

Possibility was seen the ire 
stirred in rural areas would be 
carried into the November election 
of a Governor in which Mayor 
Vincent J. Murphy of Newark, 
secretary of the State Federation 
of Labor, is pitted on the Demo- 
cratic ticket against Walter E. 
Edge, former Governor, United 
States Senator and Ambassador to 
France, the Republican candidate. 

The statement as to the dues, 
made by Herbert W. Voorhees, 
president of the New Jersey Farm 
Bureau, who stated he was shocked 
on hearing it, has been confirmed 
by Leon B. Schachter, manager of 
Local 56, Amalgamated Meat and 
Cannery Workers Union (AFL), 
which has contracts with a num- 
ber of South Jersey canneries. He 
said 25 cents was deducted from 
the wages of each of 75 soldiers 
at the P. J. Ritter Co. plant at 
Bridgeton and a similar number 
who worked at the Swedesboro 
plant of Edgar F. Hurff Co. 

Schachter pointed out, however, 
the deductions were “strictly vol- 
untary” and said the _ soldiers 
signed authorizations. The union 
has closed shop agreements with 
the two companies, he said, and 
negotiation of a supplemental 
clause would have been necessary, 
Schachter explained, to forego dues 
deductions. Many of the soldiers, 
he added, were members of un- 
ions before entering the Army and 
made no objection when dues pay- 
ments were proposed. He said the 
soldiers were paid union wages, 
the companies were “completely 
satisfied” by the arrangement and 
the War Manpower Commission 
knew of it. Voorhees was charged 
by Schachter of being “prompted 
by politics” in voicing criticism. 

Anthony Valentino, president of 
Local 80, United Cannery, Agri- 
cultural, Packing and Allied Work- 
ers of America (CIO), said no dues 


were taken from the pay of 500} 


soldiers who worked at the Camp- 
bell Soup Co. plant in Camden, the 
largest in the State. Valentino 
said not only did the union not re- 
quire dues from soldiers, but took 
no dues from any of several thou- 
sand civilian volunteers. | 

The claim of Valentino was cor- 
roborated by Irving Abramson, 
State CIO chairman, who labeled 
the charge of Voorhees a “ma- 
licious smear against the Ameri- 
can labor movement.” : 

Willard H. Allen, State Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, deplored the 
assessment and placed the blame 
on local officials of the union. 

“I am sure,” he said, “state union 
officials would not have tolerated 
such a practice had they known of 
it. It was an unfortunate incident 
due to poor leadership and man- 
agement on the part of local union 
officials, It was regrettable because: 
it possibly did the union more 
harm than good. It is possible local 
union officials thought they had a 
principle involved and did not see 
the implications of making sol- 
diers pay union dues. I understand 
the union showed no preference. 
They even made the bankers who 
came to the aid of the canneries 
from 6 p. m. until midnight pay 
union dues along with the soldiers.”

— Says Tax Overhaul Is Needed. 

A general overhauling of local, 
State and Federal taxes is “long 


overdue,” Ezekiel] declared. “Local 
taxation, falling largely on prop- 
erty, often is unequitable or even 
confiscatory,” he continued, “The 
shift from a property base to an 
income base needs to be speeded 
up. Regressive taxes, which bear 
heavily on low-income groups, such 


other | pes 


as sales taxes, need to be reduced 
or eliminated.” 

John B. Canning,. professor of 
economics at Stanford University, 
on leave as a consultant to the War 
Food Administrator, cause a storm 
of dissension among the research 
men attending the session, when 
he termed many developments in 
food processing and preserving as 
“academic mud pies, so far as win- 
ning the war is concerned.” 

He explained that while many 
discoveries have been made in uni- 
versity and other laboratories, 
which will greatly affect the food 
situation of the world, few of these 
developments are progressing rap- 
idly enough to be of any help in 
winning the war.

Recommendations of the State 
Teachers’ Committee come under 
these headings: (1) State Board 
of Education; (2) removal of age 
limits for school attendance; (3) 
financing education; (4) provision 
for vocational and special educa- 
tion; (5) higher education. 


The Political Factor. 

Politics controls the present 
method of popular election of a 
State Superintendent of Schools 
and the formation of an ex-officio 
State Board of Education. The 
State Superintendent, chief ad- 
ministrative officer of the public 
achool system, is elected for a four- 
year term. This office is filled at 
the “off-year” general election; 
that is, in between the general 
elections for President and for 
Governor and other major State 
offices, 

The candidate for Superintendent 
of Schools is the “head of the 
ticket” for his party except in 
those years when a United States 
Senator is also to be elected, The 
result of this arrangement is em- 
phasis on the partisan aspect of 
the office and the spoils that go 
with it. When there is a political 
turnover, as there was in 1942, vir- 
tually the entire administrative 
personnel in the Superintendent's 
office is changed, 

The teachers’ group believes that 
many of the major improvements|s 
in education needed in Missouri 
are impossible of accomplishment 
until educational leadership is re- 
moved from the realm of elective 
political offices. To take public 
education out of politics the teach- 
ers propose a constitutional change 
which would abolish the present 
ex-officio State Board of Educa- 
tion and replace it with a citizens’ 
board, to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor with ‘the approval of the 
Senate. It has been suggested this 
board should have seven to nine 
members, one member to be ap- 
pointed each year for a term of as 
many years as members. The 
overlapping of terms would give 
continuity to the board and avoid 
its domination by any Governor. 
The present ex-officio board is 
composed of. Governor, —— 
of State, Attorney-General 
State Superintendent of —— 

It would be the duty of the pro- 
posed appointive state board to se- 
lect and employ a State Superin- 
tendent, to define qualifications 
for the office, to fix the salary 
and to determine the tenure. The 
board also would provide for the 
necessary staff to administer the 
Department of Education and 
would fix the compensation of em- 
ployes. 

The kind of board contemplated 
might include representative per- 
sons, men and women, from vari- 
ous sections whose chief interest 
in accepting appointment would 
be to serve the cause of education 
without compensation except re- 
imbursement for actual expenses. 


Making Job Attractive. 


Removal of the Superintendency 
from politics under such a board, 
it is thought, would enlarge the 
field from which competent super- 
intendents could be chosen. The 
«power to fix qualifications and 
compensation, it is argued, would 
make it possible to attract men of 
the desired type who usually are 
able to earn in the school systems 
of the larger cities, more than 
they could as State Superintend- 
ent. 

The present salary of the State 
Superintendent is $3000 a year 
from State funds, plus $3000 from 
Federal funds for serving as di- 
rector of vocational education. An 
act passed by the Legislature this 
year provides for increasing the 
salary to $7500 a year, not to be 
supplemented from other sources. 
This is to be effective Jan. 1, 1947, 
on expiration of the four-year term 
for which the incumbent, Roy 
Scantlin, was elected. The Con- 
stitution provides that the Legis- 
Jature may not increase the salary 
of a State officer during the term 
for which he was elected. 

Under a State Board of the type 
described, with a professional ad- 
ministrative organization headed 
by an appointed superintendent or 
commissioner, the committee thinks 
a satisfactory program of education 
for all the people of Missouri 
could be developed. 

One of the problems which a 

non-political Department of Edu- 


cation would be able to approach 
with good prospect of success is 
that of statewide revision of school 
districts. Economy and extension 
of opportunity to enjoy the highest 
educational advantages would be 
served, 


Because of local jealousies and 
rivalries involved in any proposal 
for consolidation or realignment of 
high school and rural school dis- 
tricts, it is unlikely that any State 
administrative organization subject 
to political preferment would un- 
dertake it; yet bringing equal edu- 
cational opportunities to all re- 
quires a fair and impartial divi- 
sion of the State into districts. 


Age limits for public school at- 
tendance are set by the present 
Constitution at 6 to 20 years. The 
committee thinks there should be 
no age limits in the Constitution, 
but, if there are to be any, such 
limits should be determined by 
the Legislature. The constitu- 
tional age limitation, the comimit- 
tee reports, has hindered the de- 
velopment of kindergartens, ex- 
cept in larger urban centers, and 
impedes development of adult edu- 
cation programs. 


Issue of Finances. 


In the field of State financial 
support for public. school system, 
the committee thinks the Legisla- 
ture’s custom of appropriating one- 
third of the general revenue for 
school purposes should be estab- 
lish in the Constitution. The 
Constitution now provides that not 
less than one-fourth of the general 
revenue shall be so appropriated. 

The vast increase in the general 
revenue, due to new taxes such as 
the sales tax and the State income 
tax, has caused some demand that 
the school fund appropriation 
should not exceed the present con- 
stitutional limit, The annual school 
fund appropriation has grown in 
10 years from $3,500,000 to more 
thah $15,000,000. 

The committee also wants to in- 
crease the constitutional limit on 
school tax rates from $1 to $2 in 
districts composed of cities and 
towns and from 65 cents to $1.30 
(on each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion) in other districts. It would 
abolish the present constitutional 
provisions for a special building 
fund tax, a device wrongfully used 
by some districts to supplement op- 
erating funds. 


Provision for Craft Schools. 


As to the committee’s views on 
provisions for vocational and spe- 
cial education, Chairman Goslin 
told the Post-Dispatch: 

“Our committee feels that there 
dj\exists a need for craft and trade 
schools, and perhaps in some in- 
stances junior colleges, on an area 
basis that would include a county 
and in many instances several 
counties. 

“We are not interested in estab- 
lishing these schools through the 
Constitution, but we are interested 
that the Constitution be so worded 
as to make possible the establish- 
ment of these schools by the Leg- 
islature. That is not the case at 
the present time, due to the limi- 
tations of the tax structure and 
other features which make it im- 
possible to finance and operate 
such schools in this State other 
than through the avenue of the 
many local districts.” 


Likewise, as to the establishment 
and control of a Statewide system 
of higher education, of the college 
and university grade, the commit- 
tee thinks detailed provisions in 
the Constitution are not called for. 
Chairman Goslin said, however, 
that there probably should be “a 
strong statement making the Leg- 
islature responsible for the crea- 
tion and maintenance of an ade- 
quate system of higher education 
as well as for an adequate system 
of genéral public education.” 

The teachers’ committee has 
made a study of the public educa- 
tion provisions of all the different 
state constitutions, and has pre- 
pared a digest of these provisions 
in a form convenient for use of 
the convention delegates. 


A proposal for a non-partisan 
State board of education, some- 
what on the pattern of that advo- 
cated by this committee, was made 
by the 1922-23 constitutional con- 
vention. This was for a board of 
six: members to be elected on a 
non-political ballot, which would 
have the power to appoint a@ State 
Superintendent of Schools and to 
determine his qualifications, com- 
pensation and tenure. Submitted 
as an amendment, this proposal 
was rejected by the voters, 114,022 
in favor to 221,994 against.

We are lying in swampy bottom- 
land where for several hours we 
have been pinned to the soil by 
the Nazi armored thrust. Around 
the bend and across the River 
Sele are the most advanced of the 
German tanks. All morning they 
have been shelling the area be- 
tween them and the _ invasion 
beaches, and our artillery has been 
sturdy and*‘steady in its replies. 


Our unit of the Twelfth Air 
Support Command was caught at 
dawn in the. crossfire of German 
tankmen who even now are no 
more than a mile and a half away. 


Major Nazi Attack. 


During the night we were alert- 
ed by Lt. Col, Eugene C. Cropper, 
headquarters commandant, of 
Flemingsburg, Ky., after word of 
the Nazi attack was received. By 
early morning it became evident 
it was another major attempt by 
the desperate ‘German military 
machine to smash the Allied beach- 
head, 


Despite stiffening resistance, 
the heavy Nazi tanks bored for- 
ward in force. Their whistling 
shells began shuttling a few feet 
over our heads and bursting some- 
where near the sea with the ter- 
rific crack peculiar to German 
high-velocity artillery. - 


We have been protected by a 
10-foot ridge crowned by heavy 
blackberry, brambles running. per- 
pendicular from the river in which 
our men bathed before luckily 
moving a few hundred yards far- 
ther on to bivouac. Had we re- 
mained by the riverside we would 
have been under the direct fire 
of the enemy tanks, 

If the Germans had pushed on 
a little farther toward the sea they 
would have rounded the river bend 
and the ridge that now protects 
us would be of no more value. 
We would be exposed like so many 
pins in a giant bowling alley. 


Tanks Hurled Back. 


But the strafing and bombing 
planes which swept to within a 
few feet of the ground have burled 
back the tankmen—at least tem- 
porarily. And it is hard to see 
how they ever got through this 
flying web of winged death. 

When the first shell crackled 
overhead with a rusb of air like 
an express train, I dived into a 
blackberry bush with Lt. Louis C. 
Harris, former Pontiac (Mich.), 
newspaper man, and Capt. Jay 
Vessels, another former news- 
paper man from Minneapolis, Minn. 
They were the most comfortable 
thorns anyone ever laid on. 

“All we have to throw back at 
them is bed-rolls,” said Vessels. 

In the clearing a few feet away, 
Lt. Col. Vincent Sheean, New 
York City author, was telling a 
group of officers a story about his 
friend, Ernest Hemingway. He 
finished the story despite the Nazi 
shell-bursts, but when German rifle 
or machine-gun bullets began whin- 
ing overhead he and the rest of | 
the group sought the shelter of 
the embankment. 

Because there are no heavy 
weapons in a unit of this kind, the 
50 officers and men could do 
nothing but lie there and sweat 
it out. After one shell whistled 
past a column of smoke rose from 
the direction of the sea. The Ger- 
mans had made one hit. But they 
did not have long to enjoy their 
success, 


U. S. Planes Strike. 


Dozens of A-36 Invaders and 
P-38 Lightnings, summoned to 
support the hard-pressed Ameri- 
can ground units, suddenly 
swooped low out of sight. We 
could hear their whining motors, 
thud of bombs and rattle of ma- 
chine guns and then they wheeler 
around the river bend and rose 
triumphantly into the sky. Be- 
neath and behind them lay silence 
—and presumably disaster to the 
Germans—for the tanks were 
halted. 

While our group still was cheer- 
ing these fighter pilots who, with 
Spitfire and P-40 Comrades, have 
batted down every enemy challenge 
from the air, the,thunder of many 
heavy motors reverberated over- 
head. They came in waves of six 
—seemingly endless waves of six. 
They were B-25 medium. bombers 
and I lost count of them after 
tallying 42. 

After passing us they turned

British Naval Power Precarious 
Late in 1941, Alexander Reveals 


Five Battleships, Carrier and Other Vessels 
Were Sunk or Damaged — Mediterranean 
Fleet Had Only Three Cruisers.

LONDON, Sept. 17 (AP). 

V. ALEXANDER, First Lord 
A of the~Admiralty, disclosed 

*last night that late in 1941 
the British Mediterranean ‘fleet 
had only three cruisers left to 
meet the Italian Navy, had’ it 
dared to seek battle with its six 
battleships and large force of 
cruisers and destroyers. 


Alexander made his disclosure in 
a broadcast to the nation in which 
he called the surrender of the 
Italian fleet—most of which now is 
in British hands—one of the great 
turning points of the war. 

He said that during the last two 
months of 1941 five British battle- 
ships, four cruisers and one air- 
craft carrier. were either sunk or 
put out of action. 


One Blow After Another. 


Reviewing the situation then, he 
said: | 


“The crisis in our misfortunes 
was reached in November and De- 
cember. On Nov. 14 the aircraft 
carrier Ark Royal was torpedoed 
and sunk. On Nov. 20 the cruiser 
Sydney was sunk, on Nov. 24 the 
cruiser Dunedin and on Nov, 25 
the battleship Barham. 


Then came the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, followed almost immedi- 
ately by et ere of (the battle- 
ships) H. M, 8. Prince of Wales 
and Repulse. Shortly afterward, 
the battleships Queen Elizabeth 
and Valiant were severely dam- 
aged and the cruisers Neptune and 
Galatea sunk. 


“Thus, within two months the 
American battle fleet covering the 
Pacific had been crippled, the 
British battle fleet covering Singa- 
pore and the Bay of Bengal had 
been sunk, the British battle fleet 
in the Eastern Mediterranean had 
been crippled, and that famous 
force had lost its invaluable air- 
craft carrier. 


“Fortunately, the enemy did not 
know our precarious position, and 
for vital months we managed to 
conceal the damage to the Queen 
Elizabeth and the Valiant and the 
sinking of the Barham. In the 
Mediterranean we had three cruis- 
ers left, yet our men fought on, 
working wonders.”

Hundreds of soldiers were taken 
prisoners in the movement, which 
took the garrison of the island 
completely by surprise.

I drove through 100 miles of no man's land—playing hide and 


seek with German armored scouts—and into the dusty flak-roofed 
plain of Salerno to help establish the initial contact. 


The trip was a bit of touring 
spiced with the danger of ambush 
and mines, and completed to the 
accompaniment of a roaring bar- 
rage from doughboy gunners on 
the ship-jammed rim of the Medi- 
terranean as they drove off a typi- 
cal noontime enemy bombing raid. 

Flanks of the two armies were 
technically linked by a strange, 
dust-stained convoy of one jeep, 
one truck and two staff cars from 
the Eighth Army in which rode 
eight British correspondents and 
this American reporter. 


Nazi Outposts Skirted. 

With us were two British Cap- 

tains as conducting officers and 
although they carried arms none 
in the party fired a shot in anger 
on the whole trip in spite of the 
fact that we skirted within 10 
miles of the German troops’ out- 
posts. 
Behind us on the mountain bor- 
dered Italian west coast the bulk 
of the Eighth Army is advancing 
as rapidly as its lengthening sup- 
ply line from the Messina Strait 
We saw our last Eighth 
Army reconnaissance today, 


Then as we approached the Fifth 
Army a green colored half-track 
with a vicious 50-caliber machine- 
gun pointing squarely at us blocked 
the high mountain road some miles 
south of Salerno. A surprised 


youth in a tank corps crash hel- 
met leaned down from his vehicle 
just to make sure his eyes weren't 
deceiving him, 


“Another foot and I would have 
given you one hell of a_ burst,” 
grinned Pvt. John Dowling of Jer- 
sey City, N. J. 

“Where you from?” asked Pvt. 
Frank Pennington of Fairmount 
Station Kansas City, Mo, 

“Eighth Army.” 


‘Sure Glad to See You.’ 


“Boy, we're sure glad to see you 
instead of another Jerry,” chuckled 
Sgt. Raymond O. Nichols, Jeffer- 
son, Tex. The driver of the half- 
track was Cpl. Milton B. Moore, 
Dallas, Tex. 

The half-track came from an en 
gineering battalion of an Ameri- 
can division now fighting well in- 
land from the Salerno beachhead 
and their task was to blow up 
bridges on the road along which 
the Germans might try to make a 
surprise armored attack. 

“Guess we ought to save a few 
for the Eighth Army,” said Lt.

Herbert W. Voorhees, president of the New Jer- 
sey Farm Bureau, is an individual whose point of 
view would ordinarily be of the utmost unimpor- 
tance. He emerged this week, however, as symp- 
tomatic of several national ills. 

In what might be described as a rage, Mr. Voor- 
hees addressed a State Fair audience on Wednesday. 
He was, he said, “shocked beyond words to learn 
that when a contingent of soldiers reported for work 
at a certain South Jersey cannery, the management 
was instructed to make the usual union dues de- 
ductions from the cannery pay envelopes of each 
one,” 

President Voorhees ‘was trying to breed trouble. 


strictly voluntary, that the soldiers signed au- 
thorizations. He did not point out that the AFL 
union had closed-shop agreements with both com- 
panies involved, and that the union considered a 
supplemental clause negotiation necessary if the 
dues deductions of 25 cents each from the checks 
of 75 soldiers were not made. He ignored the facts 
stated yesterday by Leon Schachter, manager of the 
local: “Many of the soldiers were members of unions 
before entering armed service,” and the War Man- 
power Commission knew all about the arrangement, 

And finally Mr. Voorhees failed to mention the 
all-important fact that the soldiers were paid a scale 
already established by the union, and not a lower 
Wage arbitrarily set by the canners. 

And, finally, Mr. Voorhees failed to mention the 
all-important fact that the soldiers assigned to this 
work were not doing it for soldiers’ pay but for 
the full union wage scale. They received union wages 
and they paid union dues. In other words, they 
benefited by previous negotiations between the em- 
ployers and the union. What is wrong with adher- 
ing to that contract? 

Charges made by New Jersey CIO officials that 
the Voorhees stand was “a malicious smear against 
the American labor movement,” are not amiss. It is 
incidental to the issue that a New Jersey CIO can- 
nery workers’ union did not deduct dues from the 
pay of soldiers who worked at another cannery in 
Camden. But it is not incidental that the AFL 
union worked out an arrangement completely satis- 
factory to everyone involved—soldiers, management, 
workers, War Manpower Commission; and that Voor- 
hees, who represents a bloc of prosperous agricul- 
turists in New Jersey, should so maliciously under- 
state the facts. 

There are three grave issues involveds The 
Voorhees mischief and its subsequent puncturing are 
symptomatic of the diseases in them. 

The first is that the tapping of other-than-normal 
sources of labor—whether foreign, prisoner or mili- ; 
tary—can be a breach of the community's standard 
of living if agricultural, and .a breach of the con- 
tracted gains and rights of unions if industrial or 
semi-industrial, unless prevailing wage contracts 
are made in every instance and strictly adhered to. 
The importation of cheap Mexican labor to Chica- 
go’s steel mills during the last war would never 
‘have started a series of bitter conflicts if that labor 
had not been used to drive a wedge in the wage 
and living standards of steel workers already there. 

The second issue is this: Unions hold in trustee- 
ship for many in the armed forces the wages and 
working conditions to which they hope to return. 
It is the responsibility of unions, as well as of any 
administration, to safeguard gains at home for the 
soldiers and sailors and marines who expect ta 
come back to regular employment—in canneries, in 
fields, in factories. Any attempt, such as that made 
by Voorhees, to deepen a schism between labor and 
the armed forces, a schism that widened bitterly 
during the coal strikes, is poisonous to soldier as 
well as civilian morale. | 

The third issue was set forth in an article by 
Marquis Childs, a Washington correspondent of this 
newspaper. Reporting on a War Manpower Com- 
mission survey which found large untapped reser- 
voirs of man power in agriculture, the writer 
pointed out: | 

The blame for this falls, by implication at 
least, on the farm bloc which succeeded in get- 
ting through Congress laws that exempt vir- 


tually all agricultural workers and make it all 
but impossible to utilize labor reserves from the 


farms. 
Big growers wanted to be able to get unlim- 


ited cheap help at seasonal peaks. They forced 

the importation of Mexicans, Bahamians, Jamai- 

cane and others, although it has been shown in 
instance after instance that such.a move was 
unnecessary. 

Mr. Voorhees, contriver of disunity, represents 
the interests who would unfairly discredit labor, who 
would create labor surpluses, who would hold or | 
force down wages to sub-standard wherever and 
whenever possible, who would—by selfish indirec- 
tion—slow.the war effort at. every choice between 
making war and making money. 

Congress will have further decisions to make this 
session about the use of other-than-normal labor 
sources. Every citizen with a conscience will stand 
guard over the economic security of the common 
man, wherever and whenever it is threatened. 

Traditionally the interests of a nation’s citizens 
are as diyided as Caesar’s Gallia. But when, under 
a democratic system, unfair advantage is taken by 
one group or another, defenders of social and eco- 
nomic equilibrium should speak out. No matter 
if the challenge comes from an industrialist stifling 
progress with monopoly, from a Lewisite labor 
leader intoxicated with power, from a farm bloc 
leader who considers only the landed and well-to- 
dé. Bach is an architect of disunity almost as much 
in peacetime as in time of war.

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FORGET PEARL HARBOR? 

In the nearly two years that have elapsed since 
the Japanese stole upon an unaware Pearl Harbor 
and virtually destroyed our Pacific fleet, Americans 
generally have supposed that as soon as the na- 
tional security permitted, courts-martial would try 
Admiral Husband E. Kimmel and Maj. Gen. Walter 
C. Short, who were the Navy and Army commanders, 
respectively, at Hawaii. Now their supposition is 
brought into question, for in authoritative opinion 
the courts-martial must be held before Dec. 7 of 
this year or never, under Army and Navy regula- 


tions which establish a two-year statute of limi- | 


tations, 

Will the War and Navy departments bring these 
former high officers, now retired and in civil life, 
to trial? The Owen J. Roberts commission which 
investigated the Pearl Harbor debacle found that 
Kimmel and Short never corsulted together with 
respect to defense of the islands—a terrible blunder 
at best, neglect of duty at worst... The commission's 
‘report also indicated that the high command at 
Washington was pretty fuzzy about what should be 
done; was torn between the necessity for defense

There has never been any 
conclusive determination whether the blame should 
attach to Kimmel and Short or to some of their 
superiors in Washington, or whether all of them 
deserve to be shown up, disgraced and punished for 
dereliction of duty. 

Can it be that officers who are most to blame will 
protect themselves by seeing to it that Kimmel and 
Short are never brought to trial? Is it still contrary 
to the interests of national security for courts- 
martial to go into the causes of the results which 
are known to the world? 
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DEBT RETIREMENT FOR RAILROADS. 

The petition of Frisco Railroad trustees for court 
authority to’pay off some old debts from a cash 
box that has been stuffed by wartime prosperity is 
a sign of the times. It points to a healthy general 
financial policy for our debt-ridden common carriers. 

Now that the railroads are very much on the 
upgrade financially, they would do well to use such 
accumulated cash as is not ‘needed for working capi- 
tal to scale down top-heavy bond issues against 
the down-grade days that are sure to come after 
the war, when traffic slackens and competition from 
air and bus lines increases. . 

Some railroads already are doing. just that. Last 

year, the Interstate Commerce Commission has re- 
ported, Class 1 railroads as a whole trimmed more 
than 300 millions from their funded debt. But that 
was a cut of less than 4 per cent and left a stag- 
gering total of nearly eight and half billions. 
-. This debt burden, much of it piled on in the “good 
old days” of banker control of railroad finances, is 
too great to permit the less favorably situated car- 
Tiers to earn interest requirements in depression 
periods. Thig is clearly shown in the large number 
of railroads forced to scurry to shelter of the 
courts in the 1930s. Sy 

Four of the five big railroads with headquarters 
in St. Louis, including the Frisco, a particularly 
flagrant example of the evils of banker control, were 
forced by the depression into receivership or trustee- 
ship. Only one, the Wabash, has come out of re- 
organization so far. 

Capitalization of those in reorganization, is, of 
course, going to be cut sharply. That is as it should 
be, But what cbout those railroads over the coun- 
try that are not being taken “through the wringer” 
by resort to reorganization under the bankruptcy 
law? 

They are piling up earnings now, but that is a 
happy condition that is hardly permanent. Some of 
these earnings must go to restoring physical proper- 
ties, of course. But a substantial part could, and 
should, go to paring of debt against leaner days to 
come, Too long have many railroads been con- 
tent to go on refinancing maturing bond issues 
time after time. That has simply meant a pocket- 
ful of profit to outside interests which have handled 
the refinancing and a continuation of crushing debt.

ST. LOUIS’ LOVELIEST DRESS. 

Another change of the seasons is upon us—and it 
is the most felicitous for St. Louis.

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THE PUBLIC’S DAY IN COURT. 

With the Constitutional Convention starting next 
week, there lies just ahead the chance of a genera- 
tion for a complete overhauling of the administra- 
tion of justice in Missouri. 

In general, the need is for simplification of proc- 
esses, reduction of costs, more flexibility of juris- 
diction within the judiciary, and cutting of the 
law’s delays—in short, simpler, speedier, cheaper 
and surer justice, ~ : 

These needs are recognized generally, more par- 
ticularly by legal authorities and by litigants, wit- 
nesses and jurymen well posted by experience, For 
the rest of the public, the evidence was given clearly 
in yesterday's article on judicial reform, one in the 


Post-Dispatch Constitutional Convention series, 
A judicial council established by constitutional’ 


provision would be valuable in working out unifi- 
cation of judiciary branches and in supervising a 
system to reduce delays by temporary assignment 
of Judges with comparatively free dockets to other 
courts with congested dockets. 

One of the greatest needs is ‘for revision of the 
Justice of the Peace system, whose operation in St. 
Louis has been characterized by a St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation Committee as “thoroughly unsatisfactory.” 

All doubt as to the Supreme Court’s power to make 
rules for both civil and criminal procedure should 
be removed by definite constitutional provision. This 
would give greater co-ordination and efficiency in 
operation of the courts. 

These are but some of the things that should ‘be 
watched by the public. And the public need not 
wait until the case is submitted to it finally. It may 
make its views known now. Much of the evidence 
is in. Proposals are up for discussion. Now is our 
chance. It will be 20 years before we get another. 
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TO KEEP OUR COAL BINS FULL. 

There’s no serious shortage of smokeless coal in 
St. Louis but dealers’ supplies are “dangerously 
reduced,” and Mayor Kaufmann isn’t hiding his 
head in the sand as to future possibilities, however 
remote. 

Working with the Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee, he has sent a letter, a sort of diplo- 
matic appeal, to some 24 large producers in other 
states, In it he told of the fine public response to 
the buy-early campaign but spoke also of many 
orders lying unfilléd because of inadequate supplies. 

He remfnded the producers gently that St. Louis, 
because of its anti-smoke ordinance, was an “unusual 
and special outlet” for low-volatile coal. And, in 
speaking of St. Louis’ needs at the start of the heat- 
ing season, he added that another “extremely im- 
portant” objective in seeking a comfortable supply 
was to anticipate attempts to sabotage the smoke 
law on any specious ground of wartime shortages.

HAT a flop! Last Sunday night, Sec- 
W retary of State Cordell Hull invited 

the American people to a banquet— 
an exposition of “Our Foreign Policy in 
the Framework of Our National Interests.” 
But few of those who tuned in so eagerly 
could have stayed to the end—for the ban- 
quet was a mixture of boarding-house 
dishes, stale legalisms and 1910’s bread 
pudding without the sauce, self-approval, 
outlived conceptions and vague generalities. 


Edmond Rostand’s rooster hero, Chan- 
tecler, was so accustomed to crowing pre- 
cisely at sun-up that he began to think 
hig tenor made the sun rise, Thus, because 
Vichy did not-turn over the fleet to the 
Germans, or Franco attack us, or the 
French in North Africa oppose- us quite 
to ‘the last, Mr, Hull is convinced his 
diplomacy brought all these things about.

Statements Aten’t Proof. 


But flat statement, iteration and reiter- 
ation are not argument. To be convinc- 
ing the Secretary must not only state—he

than the recognition and appeasement of 
Vichy, the appeasement of Madrid, the sup- 
plying of Tokyo with oil and scrap, would 
not have accomplished the same ends better 
—or accomplished better ends. 


Many Americans are convinced that if

- And many Americans believe that our 
strategic aims could have been attained 
without insulting, discouraging or ignoring 
our true friends, the European democrats, 
and without utilizing traitors and Fascists. 


Many Americans believe that the Ameri- 
can foreign policy should follow the Ameri- 
can ideological line expressed in Vice- 
President Wallace’s Chicago plea for “De- 
mocracy First.” If Secretary Hull does 
not believe these things, he should say 
why and not re-mumble his approval of his 
own “diplomatic foresight.” : 


As for his discovery that our policy 
should seek to promote our “national in- 
terests,” why bless his heart, so do his 
critics. We think the greatest American 
interest today is keeping our grandchildren 
alive by preventing another war. (So does 
Mr. Hull.) And we think this can be done 
by a United Nations Court, Assembly and 


police ‘force with delegated mandatory 
powers of a positive nature—and the sooner 
the better, 


Mr. Hull’s banquet was a flop, his dishes 
indigestible papier-mache. If that. ex- 
pressed our “foreign policy,” theh let’s talk 
about stamp collecting, 


It is time our authorities began to realize 
that our foreign’ policy is going to be 
common American property and not a 
monopoly of backward-looking, uninspired, 
touchy officials. The State Department 
will have to come down off its pedestal, 
give up its pose of omniscience and say 
what it hopes to accomplish, and how. 
For it is going to be—for some time—the 
center of our attention. 


Stale Ideas Won’t Work. 


If Mr. Hull’s dull generalities represent 
the present limit of administration thinking 
about the postwar period, then it is clear 
that the sooner the American Senate and 
people break the presidential monopoly of 
information and planning foreign policy, 
the better. Mr, Roosevelt is a remarkable 
leader and we can be glad we had him 
during this crisis. But he did little or 
nothing to prevent this war and—judged 
by Mr. Hull’s speech—is not yet aware of 
why it happened and how the next one 
can be stopped. 


Meanwhile, it would be fatal to allow him 
to “make peace slowly by fumbling” or 
brilliant improvisations. The sooner the 
President is persuaded or compelled to junk 
the nineteenth century conceptions of Mr. 
Hull, and replace the Secretary and his 
sterile self-approval by someone more 
aware of the profound spiritual changes 
and technological revolutions now going on 
in the world, the better for all concerned. 


If the summary execution of Under Sec- 
retary Sumner Welles can lead to the 
scrapping of Mr. Hull, along with a few of 
his wooden-minded assistants, it will not 
have been in vain, 


RESULTS OF DESERTING SCHOOL, 
From the Providence (R. I.) Evening Bulletin. 


IRST-DAY enrollment figures in the 

public schools of a dozen cities and 
towns in Rhode Island show an average 
drop of 10 per cent in the number of stu- 
dents in senior high schools, a 5 per cent 
drop in junior high schools and a drop of 
less than f per cent in the grades, 


Thus, fears that wartime work opportu- 
nities would cut severely into secondary 
school attendance are borne out. Hundreds 
upon hundreds of boys and girls have left 
their books to take jobs, with the result 
that in some communities high schools have 
fewer students than in 15 years or more, 


The concern of authorities over the situa- 
tion is not over the future of the schools. 
It is over the future of the boys and girls 
who, lured by boom-time pay, are desert- 
ing the schools in hordes and thereby sac- 
rificing the chance to complete their edu- 
cation. 


Working children and their parents will 
do well to ponder the matter seriously and 
to balance the worth of a temporary fat 
pay envelope against the long-run asset of 
a high school diploma and all it means, 
both in training for life and in job op- 
portunities when jobs are far less plenti- 
ful than they. are during this present ab- 
normal period, 


Timely Book on Italy’s Future 
Shows Allies Face Big Problem 


“What to Do With Italy,” by Geetane Salvemini and 
George La Piana, (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New 
York.) 


HE imminent Italian question is dis- 

cussed in this book with a curious mix- 
ture of sound sense and bias, moderation 
and extravagance, idealism and cynicism, 
As a provocative, the volume is most worth- 
while, for it sets up a framework of dis- 
cussion and indicates plainly how much 
more we as a whole people need to think 
and talk about Italy than we have been 
doing. Salvemini, a former professor of 
history at the University of Florence, and 
La Piana, professor of church history at 
Harvard, are both Italian scholars, anti- 
Fascists and anticlericals. 


Their forecast runs somewhat as follows: 
Britain and America doubt that the Itak 
ians could manage a democracy, and there 
fore plan to deal with the Savoy monarchy, 
with Umberto as King, because they be- 
lieve it necessary to order. Dino Grandi 
is the Vatican’s choice to head reconsti- 
tuted Italy, and the choice has been ap- 
proved by our State Department. The 
whole machinery of the Fascist state and 
of local administration is to be kept intact, 
If the people revolt, demanding a popular 
government, “the planning of the State De 
partment hinges on the assumption that 
the Italian Generals indoctrinated in Wash- 
ington will be able to render the Italian 
Army willing to conclude its inglorious ca- 
reer by machine-gunning the Italian people.* 

The book, written before the fall of Italy, 
is sadly embarrassed by the statement that 
“the most likely assumption is that Mus- 
solini’s associates, civil and military, will 
stick to Mussolini ag long as they can,” but 
it does mention Badoglio as one of the pos- 
sibilities for head of state in the event «4 
“fake revolution” against Fascism is staged. 

The authors declare that “an effort must 
be made to convince the Italian people, by 
actions rather than by vague, generic deco 
larations, that our solemn promises con- 
cerning democratic liberties and institu 
tions to be established after the war will 
be faithfully kept.” Particularly, they say, 
the Italians must be assured that they need 
not deal with the Savoy monarchy unless 
they want to, and that they can have free- 
dom of religious worship,

Salvemini and La Piana propose that the 
Italian people should be permitted to re 
organize their press and their political par 
ties; that, after a few months, municipal 
elections by universal suffrage should be 
held; that a few magnths later, provincial 
councils should be elected, and that after a 
year had passed a national assembly should 
be elected and the army of occupation 
withdrawn. 


While they express high hopes for a suc- 
fessful Italian Republic, the writers do not 
offer any practical ideas for achieving it 
Or many hard facts to support the hopes. 
They point out that most of Italy’s demo 
cratic leaders have died or sunk into ob 
scurity; that it would be “a great mistake” 
to suppose that the destiny of Italy would 
be put into the hands of emigres, like them- 
selves, who would find “a new world which 
speaks a different language and thinks dif- 
ferent thoughts.” They look only to the 
older generation, “who have lived through 
Fascism without yielding their souls and 
without co-operating actively.” 


With so little favorable in prospective 
leadership and in prospective party machin- 
ery as Salvemini and La Piana set forth, 
the future for democracy in Italy looks 
none too bright. The fact should not dis- 
courage the democratic world so much ag 
it should stimulate discussion from which 
may come practical ideas for the construe 
tion of an Italian Republic.

THE STATE DEPARTMENT TROUBLE 


HE troubles of the State Department are best understood and 
can be most surely overcome if we realize that they are grow- 
ing pains. It is an-old established departments Its conversion, 
expansion and rejuvenation to meet the demands of war have been 


difficult. Yet they are necessary. 


For events are at a phase where 


diplomacy is un internal part of the strategy of war. 


The turmoil within and about 
the department during the last 
few months is the outward result 
of delay in facing the problems of 
bringing the State Department up 
to the demands upon it. 

We shall do well to fix our at- 
tention on this, and not let our- 
selves become distracted by irrele- 
vant and uninformed charges 
and countercharges in regard to 
“ideology.” They produce heat 
without light and noise without 
meaning.

War That Didn’t Wait. 

HE story of the State Depart- 
A ment is that of so many other 
old departments. It was not ready 
for war of this scope and com- 
plexity, and instead of reorganiz- 
ing the department at the outset— 
as he did the War Department 
when he brought in Secretary 
Stimson—the President farmed out 
the conduct of foreign relations to 
a large number of other agencies 
—most of them new, improvised for 
the emergency, and inexperienced 
in the ways of government. 

All the time when the President 
created the Board of Economic 
Warfare the State Department had 
neither the organization nor the 
men for this. novel kind of oper- 
ation. The same. was true of re- 
lief, of foreign propaganda, of 
strategic intelligence service and 
of finance. In theory they should 
all have been set up under the 
guidance of the Department of 
State. In fact, there was a vacuum 
in the department, which had to be 
filled somehow because the needs 
of the war could not wait.

Unity of Direction. 

UCH good, though unadver- 
M tised, work has been done by 

these improvised agencies: 
they have brought fresh energy, 
energetic will, new brains and 
many able men into a field which 
in time of peace has not attract- 
ed a sufficient variety of ‘talent. 
But they also brought in many un- 
seasoned, half-baked, undisciplined 
amateurs who have caused head- 
aches in Washington and abroad. 
Ultimately, the system of parcel- 
ing out foreign affairs in many 
agencies could not work when the 
time came, as it has now come, to 
act right behind the fighting fronts 
and in the stress of war. 


Unity of direction and clarity 


and coherence in policy have be-| 


come urgently necessary. The 
country must have one foreign 
policy. It cannot have several for- 
eign policies. 


+ 
Easy to Ask. 
ET it is easier to ask for these 
things than to achieve them. 
For it is easy enough to gather up 
all the improvised agencies and by 
new overriding directives put them 
under the State Department. But 
that is not in itself a solution un- 
less and until the department it- 
self is made capable of exercising 
the new vast complex powers en- 
trusted to it. 

We cannot, therefore, avoid ex- 
amining the inner and directing 
core of the department itself. For 
it is there that the choices and de- 


cisions must finally be formulated | 


which, after they have been laid 
before the President, then control 
all the operations at home and 
abroad,

Hull-Welles Affair. 
HAT this is the problem is ad- 
mitted by every one, I think, 
and clearly demonstrated by the 
Hull-Welles affair. In the inner 
core of the department there has 
existed for some years the problem 
of how to bring it up from the 
routine of peace to the complex 
imperatives of this gigantic war. 
Now the fact is that Hull be- 
came Secretary of State at the 
age of 61, and that unlike Secre- 
tary Stimson, who is older, he had 
had no previous experience in the 
office he assumed. He was and

is an honorable public servant. } 


But his life -had been spent in 
domestic affairs and domestic 
politics, where among other things 
he had learned to understand the 
tariff so well. Now the plain fact 
is that after 60 it ‘gs extremely 
unlikely that any man can master 
a new field like foreign affairs. 
That was undoubtedly the reason 
why inevitably the President 
turned for advice and help in the 
actual conduct of diplomacy to 
Welles, and to other officials of 
the department who were versed in 
oreign affairs. 


* * 

Chance for New Talent. 

HAT still left to Hull a very 

great and necessary work to do, 
and he did it very well indeed. He 
has been the conecting link be- 
tween the administration and 
Congress, and he has been the 
political conscience, counselor, 
and trusted advocate of the Presi- 
dent’s policy here at home. But 
he has never been the effective ad- 
ministrative and operating head 
in foreign relations, a task for 
which he has neither the technical 
qualificationg nor the temp 
ment. ' 

It is, therefore, a disservice to 
Hull to push him, by misguided 
adulation, into a position where 
he would have to bear the respon- 
sibility of forming and conducting 
foreign policy. The right course, 
on which the harmonious reorga- 
nization of the department de- 
pends, is to persuade him to do 
in the State Department what 
Stimson has done in the War De- 
partment — to bring into it new 
men, young blood, men of the 
character of PatterSon, McCloy, 
and Lovett—and not to make the 
grievous mistake of forgetting that 
he is an elder statesman, with all 
the usefulness and the limitations 
that that implies.

In short, it is necessary to bring 
under the State Department the 
control of all our foreign civil 
activities. But that control can be 
exercised only if at the same time 
there is brought into the State 
Department, in addition to the 
many able men aiready there, a 
new draft of hign talent.

GERMANS RISK HATE 
CHINESE BISHOP SAYS 


Visiting Cleric Scores Iso- 
lating of Vatican and Guns 
at St. Peter’s. 


In isolating the Vatican and 
placing guns about St. Peter’s 
Square in Rome, Nazi forces are 
“risking for the German people 
the detestation of civilized nations 
for centuries to come,” Bishop Paul 
Yu-pin of Nanking, China, said 
here today. 

“The Germans are pursuing a 
very unwise and dangerous policy,” 
he said, “one which will bring in- 
furiated retaliation from Italians 
and the United Nations, to say 
nothing of future consequences to 
the German people.” 

Bishop Yu-pin, who is making 
an overnight visit with Msgr. John 
R, Cody, chancellor of the Archdio- 
cese of St. Louis, came to the 
United States four months ago on 
what was to have been a trip to 
Rome to report to Pope Pius XII. 
“I still have hopes of ‘going to 
Home,” he said, “for I do not be- 
lieve the Germans can occupy it 
long.” 

China Prepares for Postwar. 
China is building two main tools 
for her postwar’ reconstruction 
job, the Bishop said, a democratic 
form of government and a wastly 
expanded field for newspapers pub- 
lished in. simple language. 

“We are now in what we call the 
period of tutelage,” he explained. 
“After the war comes the constitu- 
tional period, when there will be 
several political parties and a gov- 
ernment answerable directly to the 
people. The work of the press and 
radio then will be easier because 
soldiers from all parts of China are 
mingling now, and regional dia- 
lects are almost ceasing to exiat, 
“That will make it easier for us 


'to train young people to run and 


repair the millions and millions of 
machines we shall need on our 
farms and in our factories, and to 
conduct a government by the abler, 
with the people capable of under- 
standing it and holding it respon- 
sible for its actions.” | 
Visits Two Universities. 

Bishop Yu-pin, who speaks Eng- 
lish with a slight French accent 
acquired,. he said, because he 
learned English from a French pro- 
fessor, made brief visits at St. 
Louis and Washington Universi- 
ties and to the Art Museum. 

Since the fall of Nanking, he has 
engaged in patriotic and charitable 
work’ in the interior of China. He 
‘is president of the tnustees of Yi 
Shih Pao (Social Welfare Daily), 
a leading Catholic newspaper in 
China, and is a leader in numerous 
civic groups including the Na- 
tional Association, for the Com- 
forting of Soldiers, which he terms 
“the U S o of China.” He flew 
over four continents, about 17,000 
miles, in his present journey.

Union Telegraph Co. was dismissed

MORE VICTORY SHIPS, FEWER 
OF LIBERTY WILL BE BUILT 


LONDON, Sept. 17 (AP). — R. 
Adm, Howard L. Vickery, vice- 
chairman of the United States 


Maritime Commission, said today 
the building of Liberty ships would 
be tapered off in favor of launch- 
ing 1000 faster Victory ships by the 
end of 1944, with an eye toward 
postwar maritime trade. Vickery 
described the new Victory ship as 
capable of 16 to 17% knots as 
against the Liberty ships’ speed of 
11 knots, . 

“This means more speed so that 
we can deliver more cargo in a 
shorter perioa of time,” he said. 
“The present liberty snip, of which 
we now have between 2500 and 
8000, has little future as a cargd 
liner. 

“In making this shift, we feel 
that the time has been reached 
when shipping is no longer the 
controlling factor in the war,” he 
told a press conference. “What I 
mean is that the war will not be 
lost for lack of shipping now.” 


U. 8. and Brazil Sign Trade Accord. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 17 
(AP).—United States Ambassador 
Jefferson Caffery announced today 
that Brazil and the United States 
had signed two more accords for 
the purchase of mica and rock 
crystals by the United States. The

But there’s an eye and ear appeal in these girls’ report, 
given to a ship’s doctor as the girls are coming back to the 
United States on furlough from Australia to which they had 
escaped from Bataan, that makes the story new for us all over 
again. 
What War Was Like 

Put it this way, that the President or your favorite editorial 
or news writers have been giving you solid columns of statistics 
on the war. And that’s fine. We need to know all we 
can about the war. But these girls sit down on a tack and 
say “Ouch!” Or they hear that a convoy’s coming in at last 
with desperately-needed materials and reinforcements, and 
they yell “Hurray!” Or they hear that the convoy's not com- 
ing in after all, and the face they all make tears a hole in your 
throat all the President’s speeches could sail through. 

One of the best lines of description of a hell-omearth this 
reviewer has heard in a long time was tHe following definition 
of what life was like on Bataan. “Life here is like living on 
a bull’s-eye.” 

As sweet a bit of business a director ever jerked out of 

his material was a variation on an old husband-and-wife joke 
that’ll bring out the handkerchiefs. This nurse and the joe 
she's ig love with, an Army lieutenant, get married.

To those who may complain that too many taxea, seem 
needed to win the war, a properly sobering shot is that of a 
bunch of Marines burning money before the surrender of Cor 
regidor to keep the Japs from getting it. A big —* with a 
fire inside jt is shown, and like you'd feed last week's news- 
papers to the flames, the Marines feed $10, $20 and $100 bills 
into the barrel, | 

Stars of this drama of the country’s women at war are 
Paulette Goddard, Claudette Colbert and Veronica Lake. An- 
other most worthy actress is Barbara Britton. Paulette plays 
a gal whose boy friends all thought she had too many boy 
friends, but Paulette of course must have thought otherwise.

The Autograph Hunters 


So far as this reviewer can gather, the title of “The Young- 
est Profession,” the main feature at Loew’s this week, refers 
to the hunting of autographs. Hunting in general may be as 
old as the hills, but autograph hunting is a branch that’s only 
as old as the cardboard hills of Hollywood’s movie sets. - 

Virginia Weidler and a number of female actresses under 
16 years of age and in the general vicinity of 13 and 14 years 
of age piay the parts of the autograph hunters.

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Green Tomatoes Make Tasty Relishes 


ITH al] the tricks we may 
W use’ against Jack Frost to 

lengthen the ripening season 
for our tomatoes — there finally 
comes the time when the green 
tomato recipes give us the only 
satisfactory victory. Indeed, the 
recipes are so good that many gar- 
deners pick them green long before 
there is danger from this enemy. 
And if you haven’t a garden, why 
the markets will shortly be selling 
green tomatoes,‘so that your fam- 
ily too, can enjoy these delicious 
pickles and relishes. 

Dilled Green Tomato Pickles are 
so good to look at in the jars that 
I wasn'ta surprised to hear that 
they will be exhibited in some of 
our local Victory Garden Harvest 
Shows. Here’s the recipe in a 
quantity to make about 12. quarts. 
You can easily make up a quart 
or so at a time, by saving the 
pickling liquor, if you haven't 
enought green tomatoes for the full 
quantity at any one time, You will 
need: firm green tomatoes, about 
25 pounds; bunch of celery, 12 
green peppers, 12 garlic buds, two 
quarts water, one quart vinegar, 
one cup salt and dill to taste, 
which means a nice-sized cluster 
for each jar, to my taste. 
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Wash the tomatoes carefully in 
cold water and then put them into 
sterilized quart jars. The tiny 
green ones may be used to fill out 
the spaces between the larger to- 
matoes. To each quart, put in one 
green pepper, washed, seeded and 
sliced in strips, a stalk of celery 
carefully washed, and one of the 
garlic buds. 

The water, vinegar, salt and dill 


should be boiled together for five 
minutes and then the liquor should 
be poured, boiling hot, into the 
jars within one-half inch of the 
tops. Seal at once. They will keep 
for an indefinite time but they're 
so good you will have to hide them 
to keep a supply for special occa- 
sions. 


Green tomato preserves spiced 
with stick cinnamon may sound a 
bit strange to you, The flavor is 
unusual—unusually good to my 
taste. Here’s what you will need: 
two pounds of firm green tomatoes, 
equal amount of sugar, two lemons 
and about five inches of stick cin- 
namon, 
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Wash and slice the tomatoes and 
let them stand overnight with the 
sugar in a crock or enameled pan. 
The next morning, put them on to 
cook. When the syrup is slightly 
thickened add the grated rind and 
juice of one lemon, the other lemon 
cut in very thin slices, and the 
stick cinnamon. Stir occasionally 
to prevent sticking, as the pre- 
serves cook to a thick, clear con- 
siatency. Pour into-hot, sterilized 
jars and seal at once with scalded 
lids, 


The difference between Picca- 
lilli and Chow-chow has always 
perplexed me. Questioning the ex- 
perts has only added to my con- 
fusion, so I call my recipe just 
green tomato relish. I add it to 
mayonnaise occasionally to. make 
a sort of “thousand island” dress- 
ing, to cream cheese for a very 
tasty sandwich spread, to the ham- 
burger and bun for a de luxe Sun- 
day night or picnic treat. That's 


just a sample of possible ways to 
usé it. 

The recipe calls for: Four quarts 
green tomatoes, one-fourth cup 
salt, six onions, one pint or about 
four cucumbers, one green pepper, 
one bunch celery, one quart vine- 
gar, one cup brown sugar, one tea- 
spoon mustard and one-half tea- 
spoon each of cinnamon and 
ground alspice. Where the recipes 
calls for “chopping” I use the lazy 
man’s way with the meat chopper 
and find the results just as good. 


Wash the tomatoes and chop 
them fine. Put them into a crock 
or enameled pan with the salt and 
let them stand overnight. The 
next morning wash and chop the 
onions, cucumbers, pepper and cel- 
ery. Drain the tomatoes and put 
the whole mixture on to cook in 
an enameled pan with the vinegar,’ 
sugar and spices. Stir from time 
to time with a wooden spoon and 
let the mixture cook slowly about 
one-half hour or until tender, Pack 
at once into hot, sterilized jars 
and seal with sterilized lids. 


These are my three favorite 
recipes for carrying the green to- 
matoes over for winter-time meals. 
Grilled or broiled, green tomatoes 
are on my menus now. It is so 
simple. Just wash and slice the 
tomatoes, press the slices down on 
seasoned cracker or bread crumbs 
and fry them or broil] them in the, 
oven with strips of bacon. I 
haven't seen any of the nutrition 
figures on the value of green toma- 
toes but their flavor and texture 
are fine so I use them now and 
then instead of a green vegetable,

ON A PLANE OVER AUSTRA- 
LIA, Sept. 15. 


AVE I told you about the 

houses in Rockhampton? They 
are built on stilts high up, off the 
ground. In many cases, people 
keep their cars under their houses 
and often the washing is done 
there and hung up to dry. Things 
are stored in the space below the 
house since it is cooler, Flowers 
and vines are planted as screens 
and nowhere did I see an unattrac- 
tive approach to a house. 

They are all detached, with 
ground about them, and the peo- 
ple are good gardeners, for hedges 
of bougainvillea in every color 
grow in profusion. Frequently a 
vine will cover an entire tree and, 
while the tree dies, the vine is very 
beautiful. Many other flowers 
grow that are semitropical, but 
it is not too warm fér fruits and 
vegetables of the temperate zones 
to flourish also. 
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In every camp we visit there 
are numbers of dogs as pets, but 
in one camp the soldiers caught 
and tamed a possum. The cam- 
manding officer said it visited his 
tent frequently, but was not al- 
ways welcome, so when we saw the 
possum, he was tied to a fence by 
a long string. They had built a 
gateway to their camp and perched 
on top of the highest point was a 
koala bear, solemnly looking from 
his point of vantage at the world 
and ignoring all pleas to descend 
and be petted. al 

The soldiers had to acknowledge 
that he could cling so well with 
his claws that they would find it 
a hard job to dislodge him against 
his will. Far and away the most 
appealing pet was a little three 
months old Walldby,. sitting up 
in a wire enclosure with a tall 
soldier leaning down feeding her 
milk frém a small bottle with a 
nipple taken from some baby’s bot- 
tle. Nipples are scarce but this 
baby had to have the best that 
could be obtained. 

In this country they seem to me 
very wasteful of their trees. Every- 
where in the wooded section you 
see them completely ringed about, 
so they will die. The reason given

me is that they must clear the 
land so that grass will grow bet- 
ter for grazing purposes. Of 
course, there are still vast areas 
of densely wooded sections, but as 
I look down from the plane, I rec- 
ognized the familiar look of eroded 
land which we now have to try to 
stop in our own country, 

I have been looking at some pic- 
ture story books for children by a 
young Australian, Elizabeth Mac- 
Intyre, who has, I believe,- had 
some of them published in the 
United States, where I am sure 
they will be popular with children.

Many letters have come to me 
on this trip, but I am goirig to give 
you an extract from one, because 
I think many mothers of young- 


qters at home will appreciate its” 


appeal. “I hope you will like Aus- 
tralia and have a happy visit here. 
Australia would have been a dif- 
ferent place now, if all the Amer- 
ican soldiers had not come and 
saved our country for us. We can- 
not thank them enough. My daddy 
went with the A. I. F. to Malaya 
to fight there, but he has been 
missing since Singapore fell.” 

The little girl is only 13, but 
she reflects the feelings which 
made so many people here offer 


their homed to our boys in this far- 
away land. AuBtralia was near 
enough to be bombed and shelled 


. On several occasions, so there was 


a realization that the invasion was 
a real danger. The trenches dug 
in the cities and the dugouts pro- 
vided for air-raid protection are 
witness to the danger which was 
once near and has now passed 
with the success of the Allies in 
this theater of war.

Tomatoes are the easiest of all 
foods to can since they are an acid 
vegetable. Scald perfect tomatoes, 
peel them, and put them into clean 
jars or cans. Adjust the lids ac- 
cording to directions of the manu- 
facturers and put the containers 
into boiling water to cover them. 
After boiling quarts 45 minutes 
they are ready to be completely 
sealed, cooled, and stored. The 
days for canning are passing swift- 
ly—the days when you can get 
ready for the vitamin needs of next 
winter—and you'll need those jars 
and cans of tomatoes when the 
recipe reads “One tin or two and 
one-half cups cooked tomatoes.” 


Escalloped Tomatoes, 


Two tablespoons margarine, one- 
fourth cup chopped onions, four 
slices day-old bread, cubed, three 
tomatoes, peeled and diced, one- 
half cup chopped parsley, one-half 
cup grated carrots, one teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
one-half teaspoon dry mustard. | 

Melt fat; add onions and bread. 
Saute until light brown. Save out 
one-half cup of mixture for the 
top; combine remainder with other 
ingredients. Pour into a greased 
six-cup casserole and top with the 
one-half cup bread cubes. Bake in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
30 minutes. Serves six.

South did not fulfill his two no 
trump contract. West opened the 
spake king and from that time on 
declarer was in difficulties. As a 
matter of fact he did,very well by 
taking one spade trick, one dia- 
mond, three hearts, and two clubs, 
but unfortunately this still left him 
a trick short. 

Many of my readers will perhaps 
criticise South for bidding two no 
trump instead of raising diamonds, 
but if so they will be barking up 
the wrong three. South’s bidding 
throughout was extremely logical 
and it Was North’s decision to play 
the ostrich and leave his partner 
in a contract that North should 
have known would be hopeless that 
was responsible for the loss of 
game. Let’s consider. South's open- 
ing heart bid was unquestionably 
correct and the same may be said 
for hig double of two clubs. This 
was a takeout, not a penalty dou- 
ble, because North had. not yet 
made a bid. Next, when North 
properly responded with two dia- 
monds, South accepted that con- 
tract, thus confirming that he had 
some diamond support. 


On the next round of bidding 
North,.of course, acted properly in 
passing to West's two spade call, 
but when South then came forward 
with two no trump, North should 
have taken another look at his own 
holding. Surely (he should have 
reasoned) if South had the req- 
uisite stoppers in spades, clubs 
and hearts for his no trump ven- 
ture, he could scarcely hold high 
enough diamonds to insure the es- 
tablishing and cashing of North’s 


suit. Thus, at no trump North’s 


hand might not produce a single 
trick, whereas at a diamond con- 
tract it should take at least two, 
possibly three, tricks. South might 
have (and did) bid two no trump 
instead of three diamonds with 
the thought tRat eight tricks might 
be more readily available at no 
trump than nine tricks in a suit, 
but North was in a position to 
“know different.” 

It is not pleasant, I freeiy admit, 
to rebid a hand such as North’s, 
but considering South's acceptance 
of the two diamond contract it was 
just a matter of logic for North to 
rescue the two no trump to three 
diamonds. This latter contract 
could have been fulfilled with ease.

Should “FACTOR” 

Rhyme With “BACK DOOR”?

An anouncer assured us that, if 
we'd make biscuits with his flour, 
we'd be delighted with their de- 
licious “fla-vore.” A woman atyle 
authority on the radio spent 15 
very, very cultured minutes tell- 
ing us of the different uses of the 
tanned skin of the “alliga-tore,” so 
help me, Hannah! 


I repeat, “ore” for -or is a pom- 
posity that does not belong in un- 
affected American speech. It 
should be pronounced “er” to 
rhyme with her. Factor should be: 
FAK-ter, Sector should be: SEK- 
ter, etc. 


As a matter of cold fact, the 
suffixes -or and -er, meaning “an 
agent or doer,” are the same in 
pronunciation as well as in mean- 
ing. It is simply customary to use 
-or as a suffix to words of Latin 
origin, and -er to words of English 
origin. 

If it were not for the fact that 
nobody reads my column, I should 
campaign vigorously. against the 
mistaken “ore” pronuncation, for 
it seems to be spreading rapidly.

Neurotics 
A Problem 
For Army

FRIEND of mine who has for 

many years been psychologist 

to the student body of one of 
our large universities has achieved 
a sort of quiet official fame in 
Army and Navy circles during the 
last year. For years all the stu- 
dent behavior problems in his uni- 
versity were sent to him for study 
and possible adjustment. Student 
behavior problems, of course, range 
all the way from consistently poor 
grades and multiple failure in 
classes on up. 

My friend has kept very careful 
and meticulous records and case 
histories on these students. some 
of which cover a perfod in the 
student’s life of three or four years. 
About a year ago he bundied up 
about a thousand of them and took 
them down to Washington and ex- 
plained to the authorities why 
these men would be no good to the 
fighting forces, but only pure trou- 
ble, and should be rejected for 
service, 

a @ 

HE WAS PROVED right in so 
many instances that had already 
been tried out that he was asked 
to submit his whole list and his 
recommendations are saving the 
taxpayers thousadds, perhaps mil- 
lions, of dollars, That ought to 
rate him a vote of thanks alone 
when nobody else is even consid- 
ering saving the taxpayer any 
money. . 

Probably the most serious medi- 
cal problem of the armed forces 
today is the extent of mental 
breakdowns which require care or 
dismissal. At least numerically ft 
constitutes the largest group and 
to that extent is the most serious 
problem. 

In July, 1918, Gen. Pershing sent 
this cablegram from overseas: 
“Prominence of mental] disorders 
in replacement troops recently re- 
ceived suggests importance of ef- 
forts in eliminating mentally unfit 
prior to departure from the United 
States.”
